years for the murder of her step 
daughter, Crystal Krauss, at Hart- 
ford City, Ind. 


Prison .officials, after announcing 


she would -be liberated today, set 
her free during the night to shield 
her from the furious. 


The prison board of trustees re- 


commended'her for pardon because 
she had been an "ideal daughter" 
to her aged father. She supported 
him, for many years with needlework 
done in prison.' 


Mrs. Krauss killed her step daugh- 


ter because of jealousy over atten- 
tions paid by .the father, 
William- 


Krauss. 


Mrs. Krauss was informed late 


yesterday afternoon- by Miss Mar- 
garet Elliott, superintendent of the 
prison, that she had been pardoned. 
She took the- news philosophically 
and-quietly, .Miss Elliott said. 


She marched with the other pris- 


oners to the. dining hall for her last 
meal in the prison and was given 
civilian clothing and a sum of mon- 
ey, the same as all released pris- 
oners. 


Shortly before time for 
"lights 


out at 9 p. m., an auto- driven - -by 
friends of Mrs. Krauss drove up to 
a side entrance of the prison. 


Mrs. Krauss shook hand with pri- 


son officials,* entered the auto and 
it sped away in the darkness. 


It was believed she was driven to 


Anderson to board the train 
for 


Buffalo to conceal her departure. 


Announcement that Mrs. Krauss 


tad i left the prison was not 
made 


until today. ' 


Mrs. Krauss, according to prison 


officials, haul been an inspiration to 
many girls and women sent to the 
nstitution. They/said her poise was 
jerfeet at all times and that she had 
a' smilel for every one. • 


For five years she had been as- 


signed to outside work and she laeb 
ed the usual palor that stamps the 
niriates of penal institutions. 


Her health had been good and she 


did not look her
